Alaskan official blasts slow oil spill cleanup efforts

VALDEZ, Alaska — Millions of gallons of crude 
oil that spilled when a tanker ran aground spread 
across a wildlife-rich stretch of ocean Saturday 
while Alaska's chief environmental officer criti- 
cized cleanup efibrts as too slow. 

The biggest oil spill in U.S. history created a 
-slidrS-itriles-Ionf-and-^-WJ-mileft-wido-in-Prince 
William Sound. The Coast Guard said only Reef Is- 
land and the western edge of Bligh Island had 


been touched by the slick. 

“This situation, I think, was everyone’s secret 
.nightmare about what could happen with oil traf- 
fic in the sound," said Dennis Kelso, commissioner 
of the Alaska Department of Elnvironmenlal Con- 
scn’alion. 

Some 240,000 barrels — about 10,080,000 gal- 
lons — of crude oil from Alaska's North Slope 
-spilled -early- Friday-when-the-&874bot Unker- 
Exxon Valdez ran hard aground on Bligh Reef, 
about 25 miles outside Valdez, vvhere it had taken 


on a total cargo of 1.2 million barrcls. Initial re- 
ports indicated 270.000 barrels had spilled.

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It's time to regulate 
assault weapons 


In Ihc puBt several months, a scries of unanticipated 
events have come together to cause what we think is a 
lofig-needed change: the regulation of and, in limited 
circumstances, the banning of certain kinds of weapons in 
America. . 

In the process, another positive effect may be brought 
about as well: breaking the stranglehold which the National 
Rifle Association has long held over American politicians, if 
not the American people. ’ " ' 

The focus of the attention is on a typo of weapon known as 
assault guns. These are automatic and semiautomatic 
weapons commonly carried by military forces. They spray 
dozens of rounds of ammunition, ns fast as the trigger can 
be pulled. 

Law enforcement ofTicial.s have known about these guns 
for years and have feored what wo uld happen if they 


proliferated In the criminal community in large numbers, 

Sadly, that is exactly what has happened. Fueled by 
“Rambo" movies, easy availability, a relatively low price 
and tltp macho image they convey," guns like the Israeli Uzi, 
the^om^unlsr-bloc — ^AK47“and the’Wc8terh AH15 have 
become the wenpon of choice by drug gangs, criminals and 
simple psychopaths. 

But the visibility hos also changed, and with that visibility 
has come a change in thinking. Consider the following: 

•Not long ago, a drifter with an apparent hatred for Asian 
immigrants used an AK47 to kill children in a Stockton, 
Calif., schoolyard. It was the third incident involving such a 
; — weapon-to-receive-national-publicity-in-two-ycars4UidiLhaa_ 
brought an outcry of protest against the easy availability of 
the guns. 

•An upsurge in crime and drug trafficking has turned 
Washington, D.C. into one of the nation’s crime centers and 
the daily reports of gun battles has increased awareness in 
Congress, which meets literally “down the street" from the 
murders and robberies. 

•The Bush Administration has placed a ban on imports of 
such weapons and launched further study of the weapons. 
That long-overdue action will be led by drug czar William 
Dennett, who is not known for his reticence. 

Sure enough, it wasn’t long before the NRA was 
threatening Bennett's political future, but the feisty former 
Secretary of Education is not one to be taken lightly. The

Not only was Eve regarded as “the mother of all 
living things," shawas.also held up as the 
paradigm for the evil inherent in all women — 
except for Mary, the mother of Jesus, who later 
became the paradigm for idealized womanhood. 

These concepts formed the basis for later 
deprecatory patriarchal Christian theologies. As 
early as 1 Timothy women a;e prohibited from 
speaking in the assembly ("Let a woman learn in 
silence with all submis8ivenes.H*), from teaching 
and from having authority over men. 

The themes of inferiority, evil and 
seductiveness continued to be emphasized in the 
writings of Luther. Calvin and Knox and remain 
disttirbingly prominent in the 20th oenluty in TV 
fundamentalist preaching and papal encyclicals. 

The consequences for women of our day can be 
devastating. There are still men who appeal to 
Genesis 2-3 to justify their right to “discipline" 
physically a wife who is not properly subordinate. 

Until quite recently the traditional 
interpreUition of Genesis 2-3 went virtually 


The traditional Christian image of Eve was not 
seriously re-examined until the rise of feminist 
theology in the 1960s. The most extensive such 
reinterpretatian'was 'undertaken in the 1970s by 
Phyllis Triblo of Union Theological Seminary. 

She readily conceded that the Bible is largely a 
“man's book" but argued that the problem with the 
Eve story was not the text itself, but the centuries 
of accrued sexist context that had grown up 
around it. According to Trible, none of the 
traditional potriarchal claims is altogether 
accurate, most arc simply not present in the text 
and some actually violate the biblical account. 

• Trible also addressed the fact that the serpent 
speaks only to Eve. Church fathers interpreted 
4his to mean thoLwomnn i s morally weaker than 
man and thus an easier prey; that woman is 
simple-minded, gullible, untrustworthy; or that , 
her sexuality is used to ruin the man. 

Trible pointed out that all this is mere 
speculation: The text itself does not say why the 
serpent speaks to the woman. Why not speculate 
instead that the serpent accosts her because she is 


The large majority of feminist biblical scholars 
hold the reformist position and have remained 
within the Jewish and Christian traditions. 

■* ThescTschblars ‘generally feel that Genesis 2-3 is 
one text that gin be reclaimed as a story with a 
strongly positive message of sexual equality. Mosi 
would agree with Trible that the traditional 
negative view of Eve can be overturned. 

So far, however, feminist re-roadinga have not 
changed the way the Eve-Adam story is generally 
understood. 

The time has come to confront the problem of 
the Bible more directly, to ask why mainline 
biblical scholarship has remained so blind to the 
work of feminist scholars and has continued to 
maintain and emphasize the patriarchal 
dimensions of stories such as Genesis 2-3. 

Finally, and most important, we have to look 
more honestly and directly at what it meanS to 


the story of Adam and Eve “sacred."

"He was a major figure and major 
participant, but it was during the 
time Martin Luther King Jr. was the 
all-consuming symbol," soys Rep.

Kennedy in the summer of 1961, just 
as the books and TV movies say, 
telling the attorney general that the 
Freedom Rides throughout the South 
would not be halted for a 'cooling 
ofT period, as Kennedy had request- 
ed.

Castleford schools may bring 
tefevisedrclasses^to^stmients^

Cf\STLEFORD - The Castleford School Board is 
considering a aatcllito hookup with the College of 
Southern Idaho to bring televised classes to the town. 

"I think we are at the point of something very ex- 
citing." Soperinlcndent Ron Erickson said. “And 
something that will help assure that we will continue 
to have a .school district here.' 

The board has about $8,800 in stale funds to spend 
on the system and decided last week'to study the pro- 
gram. Board members want to chock the prices of 
equipment for the initial phase, e.slimated by Erick- 
son at about SIO.UX). 


Conflicting definitions of shelter 
homes raise^uestions about codes 


Erickson said he would recommend the school pay 
the remaining 8,200 from the district's budget. 

The satellite system could bring many more class- 
es, including college-level classes, to the school. Ini- 
tially, high school classrooms would receive the sys- 
tem, followed by the rest of the school. College-level 
courses could be available to the community. 

In addition to bringing new classes into Castleford. 
the system would provide audio communication be- 
tween students here and the teachers whose classes 
are being transmitted by satellite. 

The system would help counter arguments for con- 
solidating small districts, Erickson said. One of the 
biggest arguments for consolidation is that small

"Shelters across the .state are ex- 
periencing trouble," said John Hath- 
away, of the Department of Health 
and Welfare's Facility Standards 
Program. 

The problem stems from a differ- 
ence between two slate agencies’ def- 
initions of a low-occUpancy shelter 
home. 

Shelter homes - group homes for 
people who don't require skilled 
nursing cure but need help with daily 


living - are regulated by the Idaho 
Department of Health and Welfare. 
But they also Imve to conform to 
state fire code.s. administered under 
the Idaho Department of Insurance. 

Both agencies require n higher de- 
gree of safely mensure.s for homes 
with a larger number of residents. 
For Health and Welfare, additional 
safety ineasures lire- needed with 10 
or more re.sidenLs. But with the rK'w 
fire code, passeJ by llie Lt'gislaluro 
in 1982. the numbers begin at nine. 

"Someone goofed up when they

This Is not 
unusual or unreasonable, and most 
brooders will allow 46 hours for you 
to have this done.

Radiated fire extinguisers sent 
back tq-INEL^frorn Idaho Falls 


IDAHO FALLS (AP) - Two fire 
extinguishers contaminated with 
low-level radiation have been re- 
turned to the Idaho National Engi- 
neering Laboratory after accidental- 
ly being shipped to a warehouse 
south of Idaho Falls, officials say. 

Idaho Chemical Processing Plant 
workers checked 16 fire extinguish- 
ers Thursday before taking them lo 
the Gas House, a servicing shop, for 
■maintenance tests. 

They found that two were contam- 
inated. and set them aside from 14*^ 
other extinguishers. But the two con- 
taminated units ended up being 
sapped along v,ith the other extin- 
guishers. 

in a statement issued Friday, 
Westinghouso Idaho Nuclear Co. 
said a driver ‘mistakenly loaded* 
the contaminated cxtinguisher.s with 
the other cylinders. The contaminat- 
ed cylinders had been labeled a.s ra- 
dioactive material before shipping, 
the WINCO release said, 

John Volpe, WINCO vice president 
and manager for nuclear and indus- 
trial safety, said the radioactive con- 


tamination was low. A check for 
dosage rates revealed no readings 
above background exposure, WINCO 
senior health physics technician 
Roger Raymond said. 

The handles of the two extinguish- 
ers were contaminated with traces 
of ‘fixed" radioactivity, which Voipe 
said was unlikely to spread. — 

When the extinguIsJhcrs were 
checked in Idaho Falls, no radioac- 
tivity vras found on the other 14 
units, Raymond said. The contami- 
nated extinguishers wore returned to 
the INEL Thursday night. 

-Volpe said officials were investi- 
gating how the contaminated units 
were shipped “so that wc don't do it 
again." 

It was the second time within a 
month that low .levels of radioactivi- 
ty have left the ICPP. In late Febru- 
ary, an employee left the site with 
traces of radioactive contamination 
on his pants.

Researcher saps rotation can earn money

CALDWELL - A moltcr as simple 
as shifting the order of crops in rota- 
tion can cam a farmer moro money 
and put less stress on the environ- 
ment, a local researcher says. 

Switching the rotation order, com- 
bined with conservation tillogo meth- 
ods, is a positive rather than painful 
step toward the coming trend in 
farming - low-input, sustainable 
agriculture, said Dr. David Carter, di- 
rector of the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture rcscorch center in Kim- 
berly. . 

*We knew formers won’t change 
methods to save the soil, but they 
might to save money," he said. 

Low-input, sustainable agricul- 
ture, dubbed LISA by the Agriculture 
Department, is being interpreted in 
. wiacl^ different ways. "People have 
the'fmprcssion that LISA moons rc- 
; verting to low production and yields." 

Not so for Carter. His version of 
LISA is "sensible agriculture. Take us 
few trips across the field as possible, 
Use fewer chemicals. 

■ “Understanding why we’re doing 


what we're doing and if it doesn't 
make sense, changing it. Changing to 
something that will cost less uhd pro- 
tect the environment." 

Although this is the first year 
USDA is funding LISA research pro- 
jects, Carter, has been studying some 
aspects for more than five years. 

His recently completed crop roin- 
tion/conservation tillage study show.s 
impressive results. 

The idea begun 2-i years ago when 
Carter moved to the Magic Valley 
and wondered why farmers here 
planted beans after alfalfa in their 
crop rotation. , 

Why follow a nitrogen-fixing 
legume crop with another legume 
that doesn't need the nitrogen, he 
wondered? Why not run wheat or 
corn after alfalfa, crops tharcan u.se 
the nitrogen? That way. nitrogen 
doesn't have to be added to the soil 
for the com or wheal, and the nitro- 
gen pul in the grouhd by the alfalfa 
doesn't get wasted by leaching down, 
possibly into the groundwater. 

■I'm sure many farmers would say. 
‘I gel my best bean yield following al- 
falfa.' The other half would say. ‘It 
doosn’i make any dlfrercnce.“'i ■ 


"I'm saying let's do it another way 
because what we get in addition to 
similar yields is having to apply 
much less nitrogen and having fewer 
tillage operations to make." 

One traditional, fiv(.>-ycar rotation 
hero is planting beans aller alfalfa, 
then beans again, then cum. ihL'n 
wheat, then wheat and alfalfa. 

Over the five year.sf this rolatioh 
requires alwul 11.1 tillage operations, 
•170 pounds of nitrogen on each acre 
and a potential nitrogen leaching of 
.ISO pounds per acre. Carter's study 
found. 

His suggested alternative five-year 
rulatiun starts with corn after alfalfa 
- bwause corn makes the most efTi- 
cient uses uf nitrogen lefi by the'al- 
fulfil, fullowc-d by wheat, then lH.‘ans, 
then iK'uns again, then wheal and al- 
falfa. 

In contrast to the conventional n>- 
tatiun, the experimental one uses 
only nine tillage operations instead of 
35, needs 120 pounds nf nitrogen per 
acre instead of 470. and loses only a 
potential 100 pounds of nitrogen per 
acre to leaching instead uf lihO isith 
the conventional. Carter said.

The experimental rotation starts 
with wheat after alfalfa, followed by 
iK'ans, then beans again, then sugar 
Ix'Ct'. then wheat and alfalfa. 

This roUlion used 13 tillage opera- 
tions instead of 35, n^rded 200 
pounds of nitrogen per acre instead 
of 450, and lost a potential 190 
pound> of nitrogen per acre to leach- 
ing instead of 4.30 with the conven- 
tional rotation, Carter said. 

The ri-duction in soil erosion with 
the ctms*T.alion tillage was also sig- 
nificant. 

.Soil lu.vi diintr ronventiona! tillage 
over the five-year rotation was 12 to 
15 tons per .acre. Soil loss on the con- 
ventional tillage experimental rota- 
tion was 1 ton per acre. 

For the sugar Ix'et rotation, the dif- 
ference was 25 tons per acre lost in 
the conventional system compared 
with two tons peT acre lost with the 
consenation system.

“We have a real credibility problem 
with consumers. People are sending 
the message that they want clean, 
healthy food," said William Lleb- 
hardt, director of Sustainable Agri- 
culture Program at the University of 
California at Davis, 

“Wc need to address consumer is- 
sues. Grocery stores are beginning to; 
advertise that their food is free of 
pesticides. 

“Pesticides may not be harmful, 
but perception is everything. Food 
canll just be clean, people have to be- 
lieve it is clean.” 

Liebhardt grew up on a Wisconsin 
dairy farm. V^en he was a child, the 
family sprayed the barns with DDT 
every evening before milk ing to keep 
the flies down. 

“Wc did a lot of things without 
thinking," he said. 

American farmers have “chemicals 
”that can do anything," he said, but 
they also have given us groundwater 
pollution, cancer and high production 
costs for farmers. 

In California, many of the com- 
modity groups want aUcrnaiives to 
chemicals, he said. 

The best herbicide in the world i.s 
no light." 

Liebhardt presented a study where 
no herbicide was used when soy- 
beans and wheat were grown togeth- 
er, 

The wheat was planted in the fall. 
In the spring, while the wheat was 
still short, the beans were drill plant- 
ed in the wheat, The wheat matured 
and was harvested before the beans 
grew too big to move a combine over 
them. 

The wheat crowded out the weeds, 
and the double crop provided more 
income with fewer inputs than u one- 
crop system. ^ 

Liebhardt said dry beans and. 
wheat ought to work, too. He recom- 
mended farmers try it on a few acres 
to see if it will Work for them. 

“Do we want u food system that re-

Jackson's research for sustainable 
agriculture should come to fruition in 
about 50 years, he estimates.

Sustainable and conventional agri- 
culture arc opposite ends of a contin- 
uum, said John Carlson, a rural soci- 
ology professor at the University of 
Idaho. 

Ho drew comparisons between the 
approaches of conventional agricul- 
ture vs. alternative agriculture; 

— Domination vs. harmony. 

— Specialization vs. div(.*reity. 

— Dependence on exterior re- 
sources such as fertilizer end herbi- 
cides vs. independence. 

— Competition (bigger is better) 
V.S. a community approach. 

— Centralization,' vertical inlcgra- 
tipn vs. decentralization. 

— Exploitation vs. discipline. 

All producers fall somewhere be- 
tween these approaches on the con- 
tinuum, he said..

380 pounds per acre. Carter's study 
found. 

Mis suggested alternative five-year 
rotation starts with corn after alfalfa 
- because corn makes the most effi- 
cient uses of nitrogen left by the al- 
falfa. followed by wheat, ihea beans, 
then t)cans again, then wheat and al- 
falfa. 

In' contrast to the conventional ro- 
tation. the experimental one uses 
only nine tillage operations instead of 
35. needs 120 pounds of nitrogen per

And each year, with each crop, net 
income was higher on the experimen- 
tal rotation field than thcconvcnlion- 
al. 

The conventional corn crop yielded 
2.5.6 bushels per acre, cost Sll-f6.25 
per acre to grow and produced a net 
profit of $263,3.') per acre. The experi- 
mental one yielded 25 bushels per 
acre, cost $91 .75 per acre to grow and 
produced a net profit of $308.25 per 
acre.

farmers should vary herbicides 


WASHINGTON - Senate Agricul- 
ture Committee Chairman Patrick 
Leahy, D-Vt, would like -to sec 
Congress pass a five-year farm bill 
next year.

Dole, a member of the 
Senate Agriculture Committee, noted 
half of the committee will seek re- 
election in 1990, and he does not be- 
lieve those senators want to rewrite 
the Farm Bill prior to that time.

LEWISTON - An herbicide-rcsis- 
uint weed found on a farm near 
Lewiston has been identified and 
confirmed in greenhouse and labora- 
tory studios by scientists at the Uni- 
versity of Idaho. 

Donn Thill, a weed scientist at the 
Ul College of Agriculture, discovered 
the resistant prickly IcUucc biotype 
while working to determine why her- 
bicides wore not controlling weeds on 
the farm. -Hiotype" refers to a group 
of plants within a specie.s that have 
similar or identical genes not com- 
mon to the entire specie.s. 

The discovery is important because 


the prickly lettuce biotype is the first 
naturally selected wc^ found to ^ 
resistant to the sulfonylurea family 
of herbicides. Glean and Harmony 
arc two such herbicides used exten- 
sively in wheat and barley fields In 
the Pacific Northwest. 


'Farmers should follow a weed 
management program that is de- 
signed to prevent the progression of 


resistant biotypes.’ Thill said. 
'Fields arc at a nigh risk of produc- 


Since Thill's discovery, three other 
w eeds — kochia, Russian thistle and 
common chiekweed — have been 
identified as resistant to the same 
clas.1 of herbicides.

tinuously for winter wheat or if 
they are planted in a winter wheat- 
fallow rotation and use only this fam- 
ily of herbicides.* 


For farmers in Idaho, the discovery 
is important because it means herbi- 
cide use should be carefully con- 
trolled. 


It is also important that farmers 
change the type ofhcrbicide they use 
el least every other year. '

Apple growers upset 
about cost to industry 


SALT LAKE CITY <AP) - Utah 
apple producers, whose crop was 
worth more than $7 million in 1987, 
say they could lose $3 million in 
sales this year due to recent claims 
nationally that apples arc unsafe. 

Most of Utah's apples arc grown in 
Utah County, ana orchard owners 
there say the county's economy could 
be hurt by the National Resources 
Defense Council's contention that 
Alar, a chemical widely used in the 
production of apples, is a suspected 
carcinogen and poses a serious 
heolth threat. 

Phil' Muir, chairman of the Utah 
Apple Marketing Board; and Robert - 
■ -AtpMiilliiy ehnimnn nf tbp' TTtflb 
Farm Bureau Fruit Crops Advisory 
Committee, said Friday the NRDC 
report seriously misleads the public. 

They said data which has emerged 
bince the NRDC study was released 
Supports growers' . contentions that 
'' ppplcs arc safe to eat. 

: Several Utah growers said they be- 
lieve the nation's apple producers 
^ay sue the NRDC to make them 
provb their contentions, which, the 
. apple growen say. arc false. . 

' Vic Saunders, spokesman for the 
Utah Farm Bureau, said Alar "is 
used by some growera, but certainly 
not all, to make apples stay on the 
trees longer, make taem harder and 
crispier and to help them grow 
larger." 

He said the wide use of chemicals 
in agriculture has come about since 
World War II in response to public 
demand for more, cheaper and bet- 


ter-looking fruiU-and vegetables. 

"Chemical pesticides and herbi- 
cides not only increase production 
but produce fruits and vegetables 
without worm holes in them and 
without blemishes," he said. That is 
what the public wants. They don't 
want apples with holes in them or 
with brown spots on the skin." 

Saunders said the organic agricul- 
iturc of the 1920s and 1930s was pos- 
sible only because there were so 
many farmers in America then. 
"They could feed the country without 
the huge yields that arc common to- 
day. But now, only 2 percent or less of 
America's population farma. 'Ricy 

people. 

That kind of production would not 
be possible without chemical fertiliz- 
ers, pesticides, herbicides and growth 
stimulants. If America wants organic 
food, they will have to pay the nrice 
of much more labor-intensive fann- 
ing and much smaller yields." 

Even with ‘the use of a variety of 
chemicals on America's farms, many 
government agendes keep watch on 
the cffccta of the chemicals, Saun- 
ders said. 

"And the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency, the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration and the U.S. E>epart- 
ment of Agriculture all say there is 
no imminent hatard posed to chil- 
dren by the consumption of apples," 
he said. 

Bill Ferguson of Royal Apple Sates 
Inc. in Santaouin said many inno- 
cent farm families arc being hurt.

WASHINGTON - Legislation de- 
signed to balance upcoming govern- 
ment dairy product purch^cs and 
lower government costs has passed 
both houses of Congress. 

The bill altera the way the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture allocates butter 
and non-fat dry milk powder pur- 
chases between April 1, 1989 and 
July 1,1989. 

Under prorisions of the Disaster 
Assistance Act -of 1988, the milk 
price support is temporarily in- 
creased 50 cents per hundredweight 
between April 1 and July 1. The bill 
requires the secretary to apply at 
least 75 percent, or 38 cents of the 50 
cents increase, to the milk powder 
purchase price and no more than 25 
percent to the butter purchase price. 

On July 1, when the dairy provi- 
sion of the Disaster Assistance Act 
expires and the milk price support 


level is reduced 50 cents per hun- 
dredweight, the secretary is directed 
to allocate no more than 25 jiercent 
of the decrease in the govemmenl's 
purchase price for non-fat dry milk 
powder and at least 75 percent of the 
decrease for the butter purchase 
price. 

The Congressional Budget Office 
has estimated the change will save 
$10 million in fi^l 1989 and $25 
million in fiscal 1990 'in expected 
government dairy product purcKases. 

*S. 553, as amended, is designed to 
provide relief to our agricultural sec- 
tor from the perspective of the bud- 
^l," said House Agrieulturo Com- 
mittee Chairman Kiki de la Garza 
(D-Tbxns), “There is no doubt that 
wc will be expected to make some 
cuts in the agricultural sector of the 
budget this year*

Author claims morality of children has been neglected

It's a parent's nightmare: ‘children 
who ignore all warnings and waste 
their lives with drugs or drinking or 
out-of-control sexual behavior. 

Less dramatic, perhaps, but still 
tragic are those children who' grow 
up disregarding the rights and feel- 
ings of others, who cheat, lie and 
refuse to take responsibility, with no 
misgivings. 

Such behavior is now so common 
that itV rapparent- our childrijn’s 
•~moral-growtft-Ji a e- boon nog lootod-for- 
too long, says William Damon, author 
of "The Moral Child* (Free Prcs.s, 
Si 9.95). As a society, we're not ap- 
proaching the problem effectively be- 
cause we have a poor understanding 
of how morality develops in children, 


■'says'Damon, professor of p.sychoIogy 
and‘chairman"of tho" education de- 
partment at Clark University in 
Worcester, Mass. 

"Social science research has e.stab- 
lished how morality dcvclop.s, but the 
knowledge has not been pul to use ef- 
fectively," Damon says. "It has h^n

Meanwhile, American children are 
often left to develop morals largely on 
their own, Darman says, nnd many 
parents fail to teach values cfT<.<tive- 
iy.

"Moral education must be a cooper- 
ative enterprise between adult and 


child." Damon .say.s, Children need 
adult guidance, but adults cannot in- 
fluence children, without respecting 
their feelings and reactions. It is 
counterproductive to use both au- 
ihcriliirian and pcrmis.'uve child- 
rearing practices, Damort saysrllie 
k’st approach is an authoritative 
style that makes firm demands of a 
child while clearly communicating 
why the demands arc necessary. 

This method, which has at its core 
a respect for children and high expec- 
tations for their behavior, is one of 
Damon's prineipal-recommendations.- 
. Some others: ' 

—Parents should share openly 
lh«r moral reactions to events in 
their own live.s. 

—Children should be encouraged 
U) recognize their own moral feelings 
and urged to discu.s.s them with 


adults. Children need to learn to rec- 
ognize and interpret their feelings for 
themselves in order to control and 
channel their moral emotions. 

—Children need to compare their 
moral reactions to those of others so 
that they realize that others have be- 
liefs that will often clash with their 
own.

Hotel-sponsored survey claims 
weekend leisure time threatened 


By The Allentown .Morning Cali 

Weekend leisure time is threat- 
ened with extinction. 

That warning comes from a survey 
that says weekends arc becoming 
nothing more than a stressful contin- 
uation of the work week. 

Although people look forward to 
w eekends as an escape from the pres- 
sures of their jobs, a nationwide sur- 
vey done for the B^erly Hills, Calif.- 
based Hilton Hotels Corp. found most 
Americans don’t use weekends a.s a 
recovery period. Instead, they just do 
more work. 

The nveroge adult spend.s 14 
hours, almost a full weekend day, do- 
ing chores, running errands and 
meeting other obligations — even 


working at their jobs. The work week 
seems to have expanded to six days, 
heading toward Bcven. 

"Weekends arc in danger," a Hilton 
official said. "We've lost our weekend 
leisure time to an unending list of 
things to do." 

Eighty-four percent of Amuneun.s 
feel no more energetic at the end of a 
weekend than they do ai the end of a 
hectic work week, according to 
Hilton's study of more than 1,000 
adults. Dual-career couples with chil- 
dren appear to be suffering the most. 

The company’s findings could have 
significant ramifications for the trav- 
el indu.slry because, if people have 
less free lime, they are less likely to 
travel and, of course, less likely to 
spend money in holds. 


The survey show.* an "alarming 
trend that i.s developing for the fu- 
ture," said Robert E, Dirks, Hilton's 
vice pre.sidenl of marketing. 

The Hilton warning come.s at a 
lime when the trend in the travel in- 
dustry has iK'en toward mure week- 
end trips and fewer long vacations. 
Weekend vacations have been one of 
the fasie.st-growing trends in travel, 
according to the U.S. Travel Data 
Center, which reports weekend travel 
rose 9 percent in 1987 and almost 11 
percent last year. Those growth rales 
are almost twice u.s rapid as non- 
weekend iravei. 

Dirks said that Hilton's own week- 
end bu.siness has In-en increasing.

Cree Indians believe this cloth-wrapped bundle is sacred 


NEW YORK (AP) - A Cree Indian 
completed a 2,700-milo run from 
western Canada on Tuesday to lay 
claim to a sacred bundle of grass, 
bear claws and tobacco that has 
been in a museum storage room for 
more than five decades. 

About 100 Indians from tribes 
across the United States and Canada 
— some in traditional dress, others 
in cowboy boots and baseball caps — 
gathered with other supporters out- 
side the American Museum of Natu- 
ral History to greet Jim Thunder and 
his two companions with chant.s and 
dancing to celebrate the conclusion 
of the trip. 

'This is a sacred bundle that was a 
gift from tho spirit world to the Indi- 
an people. For the past 50 years it 
has been waiting here." .said Thun- 
der, loader of a delegation that will 
ask museum anthropologi.sts 
Wednesday to return the l.'iO-year-old 
artifact. 

Museum spokesman Herb Kurz 
.said officials would listen to Thun- 
der's plea before deciding if they will 
relinquish the object. 

"A lot of questions have to he an- 


swered," he said. 

In 193'1, a .son of Chief Big Bear of 
the Crees gave tho bundle — a- par- 
cel of calico holding bear claws, a 
clump of sweet gra.ss and a plug of 
tobacco — to a museum re.senrchcr 
in western Canada for .safekeeping. 

- Since that time, the museum has 
kept it as part of a research collec- 
tion. but has never put the bundle on 
public display. 

Thunder and other Indians say the 
bundle should be returned to Indioms 
who would use it in prayers and sa- 
cred ceremonies. If the museum 
gives it up, Thunder .said, ho would 
take it back to tho Cree Plains Indi- 
ans in western Canada where tribal 
elders would decide who would keep 
it. 

Thunder, who said he was driven 
by a vision in which Big Bear in- 
structed him to retrieve the sacred 
bundle, began his nin in Edmonton, 
Alberta, lost September. « •- 

Several other men accompanied 
Thunder during his journey, running 
the course in relays, but Thunder 
was the only one lo make the entire 
trip.
